Naval Officers Will Hake a Tour of 
the Western Cities in a Few Days

A Dynamite Bomb at Lexing- 
ton Struck by a Hammer. 

Terrific Explosion Follows and Six 
Workmen Hurled Through the Air.

Leximoton, Ky., July 10. — A ter 
explosion occurred at 11:30 Friday 
morning, where the street railway 
crosse* the Cincinnati Southern 
way on South Uroadway, about 
mile from the courthouse. Six colored 
track hands of the street railway 1 
working at the crossing. 

One workman with a pick struck 
a dynamite bomb 14 inches long 
two inches iu diameter, made of 
pipe. The explosion followed. ' 

The men were hurled right and left 
and torn to pieces in a horrible man- 
ner. The noise of the explosion at- 
tracted a crowd within a few minutes. 

Every physician in the city was sum- 
moned to the scene, together with the 
pohco force. Are department, ambu- 
lance and the officials of the street 
railway. 

Before the men could be loaded Into 
the undertaker's wagon four of •

ttsburoii, Pa,, July 10.— The 
greatest gathering of labor leaders 
that ever assembled in this country 
during a national strike was held in 
this city Friday night to devise means 
to assist the miners in their contest 
for increased wages. The conference 
was culled suddenly, but the officials 
responding represented nearly every 
branch ot organized labor in tue 
United States. 

The conference wa» fixed for lu 
o'clock Friday morning, at the Monon- 
gahela house, but owing to the deten- 
tion of President Ratchford, who 
misled connection and did net reach 
Pittsburgh until after 6 o'clock Friday 
evening, it was nearly 9 o'clock before 
the meeting convened. 

The session was secret and it was 
almost midnight before it was over. 
The press committee, Messrs. Gompers, 
Katchford and Connahan, then gave 
out the following statement, in which 
was incorporated, they said, all that 
was done at the conierence. '1 he mau- 
ifesto follows: 

"Alter an informal discussion re- 
ports were made by Messrs. Katchford, 
Dolau and Warner in regard to the 
situation of the movement, and it was 
demonstrated that the suspension was 
practically general in the competitive 
bituminous coal district, extending also 
to Kentucky and Tennessee, excepting 
a few points in West Virginia. It was 
realized that the situation in West 
Virginia required attention in order 
that the suspension should become ab- 

With that object in view, action was 
recommended by President Gompers, 
of the American Federation ol La- 
bor, and it was determined upon to 
overcome this feature of the con- 
test.

gar and weol schedules, though both of 
these have been brought so nearly in 
with the House Bill that there will be 
little difficulty probably in reaching 
agreement, and whether that agreement 
affects the House or the Scnatcjschedule 
or strikes a compromise between them 
the country will be satisfied because of 
the fact that these features of the Senate 
have been brought so nearly in line with 
the House schedules. The most bitterly 
disappointed men in Congress are those 
who hoped to make capital out of the 
cry of "trusts," and especially 8ugar 
Trust. The bill, even as it passed the 
Senate, destroys this opportunity, and is 
accepted by tbe people as an evidence 
that however much the Sugar Trust may 
have controlled the Democratic party in 
framing the Wlbon Law, it does not and 
cannot control the Republican party in 
its legislative duties. 

THE II BET 8UOAII BOUNTY. 

The Democrats made it necessary that 
tit** Republicans abandon the beet sugar 
bounty proposition As is well known, 
the Republicans presented an amendment, 
after the other features of the bill bad been 
impleted, proposing to pay a bounty of a 
quarter of a cent a pound during a five 
years' period from the passage of the bill. 

. it was felt, would insure the estab 
lishment of tbe beet sugar industry in the 
United States. It is by this process that 
Europe countries have not only encour- 
aged the production of beet suu'ar but actu- 
ally established a system which supplies 
more than half thesugar.of the world by a 
process a generation ago unknown. It 
felt that this slight encouragement in 
this country similar to that utilized in 
other countries might enable the farmers 
of the United States to produce the hun- 
dred million dollars" worth of sugar for 
which we are sending our money abroad . 
But the Democrats opposed the propoti 
tion, as they do everything which ema- 
nates from the Republicans, and gave no 
tice that they would delay the bill by a 
nog and indefinite discussion, making it 
probable that months would elapse before 
e could be had, if the bounty propo- 
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sitlon were pressed by the Republicans. 
The result was that the Republicans were 

compelled to either abandon the propoal. 

keep the country In 
with reference to tbe Tariff Bill 
for months. They therefore determined 
to withdraw their sugar bounty amend- 
ment and offer It as a separate measure 
in the hope of getting a vote upon it at 
next session. 

TUB ANTITKUSTAMSNDMSNT. 

Conditions were similar with reference 
to the anti trust amendment. The Repub 
licaus would have gladly Inserted an 
amendment of this character in tho bill, 
but it became so apparent that It would be 
made the vehicle for lengthy discussion 
and further delay of the bill that it was 
found necessary to make tbe anti trust 
proposition an independent measure 
rather than delay the Tariff for its die- 
cue si on. 

TUB COAL STRIKE. 

The strike of tbe coal miners haa 
brought to the public attention some im- 
portant facts as to thb effect of the Yvll- 
son Tariff Law upon this industry. The 
Wllst n Law, it will be remembered, re 
duced the rates of duty on coal 35 cenU 
per ton, it having been 75 cents per ton 
under the McKinley Law and reduced to 
i) cents per ton under the Wilstn Law. 
Curiously President Ratchford of the 
United Mine Workers 1 Association states 
that the wages of minors have been re- 
duced about 35 cents per ton since 1803, 
the very year in which the Free-trade 
Congress met and began framing the 
Wilsou Act, which reduced duties cents 
per ton. Tbe moment the Wilson Law 
passed, coal from the Nova Scotia mines 
began invading the markets on the At- 
lantic coast, especially New England, 
and drove out of those markets tbe West 
Virginia coal, which had always found 
an outlet at fair prices. This West Vir- 
ginia coal was thus compelled to st 
market in the West in competition with 
tbe coals of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky. The result was a sharp competi- 
tion, a fall in prices, a ruinous rate war, 
not only between mineowners, but also 
between tbe railroads, and as a conse- 
quence a reduction in the wages of miners. 
Thus the very low wages of the coal 
miners of the country who are now strik- 
ing for an advance are directly and 
logically traceable to the operations ol 
theWilson Law. The pending bill restores 
McKinley rates on coal and after it gets 
into operation will, it is hoped, rest
